stretch of 630 feet of trestle is being 
titled in, a seventy-five foot span of 
deck girders occupying a part of it 
FIREPROOF DECK. 
Another style of bridge which has 
been adopted by the Illinois Central 
for new work is the bal asted deck . 
Creosited piling is driven and the 
deck consists of ten creosoted string­ 
ers. Heavy plank ing is placed on top 
of there and the track is laid on six­ 
teen inches of ballast. The creosot e 
insure* long life of the piling and 
timbers and the ballast effectually 
protects the timbers from spark s from 
the tire box. 
Old open bridges that can not be 
immediately replaced are having their i 
deck s protected in much the samel 
way. The ties on these bridges are j 
laid six Inches apart. The space be- * 
tween the ties is tilled with two by six 
plank s and the entire deck is thi n 
covered with ballast so that all wook 
work Is hidden.

Did you ever observe while dining in 
a restaurant how gracefully some peo­ 
ple hold their fork s and how' clum sily 
others? 
This seem s a little strange, for the 
fork as one of the table eq uipm ents has 
been with us for a long time, yet the 
fact rem ains tha t we have not all ac­ 
quired the a rt of gracefully using i t 
Yet I think we m ight all acq uire the 
graceful method if we would only give 
ourselves tim e and observe how7 un­ 
gainly and slovenly some people look 
when tak ing their meals. “Oh, w ad 
some pow er the glftie gle us to see 
oursel’s as It hers see us.” 
The first m ention of the use of fork s 
In history7 w as a t the table of John, the 
good duk e of Burgundy, and he only 
possessed two, one of gold and the oth­ 
er of silver. 
At that period the loaves 
of bread w ere m ade cylindrical. 
They 
w ere cut in slices and piled upon a 
trencher and placed beside the host, 
who carved the m eat w ith a pointed 
carving k nife, holding the joint w ith 
a sk ew er of w rought gold or silver, 
which he stuck Into the joint to hold 
It secure w hile cutting the m eat. 
H av­ 
ing cut the m eat in slices, he took it 
ou the point of the k nife and placed It 
on a slice of bread, which w as served 
to the guest. 
This ancient custom of 
serving m eat is still practiced In some 
ham lets on the continent of Europe. 
Before the use of this sk ew er “fork ” 
a leg or shoulder of m utton alw ays had 
a piece of white frilled paper decorat­ 
ing the shank , which the carver held to 
Bteady the joint. This decoration is still 
the vogue In our delicatessen stores. 
W hen It first becam e custom ary to 
use fork s, a gentlem an on receipt of an 
Invitation to dinner would send his 
servant w ith his k nife, fork and spoon, 
or, If he had no servant, he would car­ 
ry them in his breeches pock ets as a 
carpenter carries his rule today. This 
ancient custom still obtains am ong tbe 
peasantry of the Tyrol and some parts 
of Germ any and Switzerland, they car­ 
rying their k nife, fork and spoon In a 
case. 
Sometimes all three are found 
together, w ith a rivet through the ex­ 
trem e end of the handle. 
Here are some curious extracts from 
an old book published In 1G11. “H ere I 
will m ention,” says the traveler, “a 
thing tha t m ight have been spok en of 
before In discourse of the first Ita l­ 
ian town. 
I observed a custom In all 
those Italian cities and tow ns through 
which I passed that Is not used In any 
other country that I saw In my tra v­ 
els; neither do I think tha t any other 
nation of Christendom doth use it, but 
only Italy. 
The Italian, and also m ost 
strangers tha t are com m onest In Italy, 
do alw ays a t their m eals use a little 
fork when they cut their m eat, for, 
while w ith their k nife, which they hold 
In one liund, they cut the m eat out of 
the dish, they fasten their fork , which 
they hold la the other hand, ui>on the 
sam e dish, so that w hatsoever he be 
that sitting In the com pany of any oth­ 
ers a t m eal should unavoidably touch 
the dish of m eat w ith his fingers, from 
which all a t the table do cut, he w ill 
give occasion of offense uuto the com­ 
pany, as having transgressed the law s 
of good m anners; Insomuch that for his 
error ho shall be at least browbeaten, 
If not reprehended In w w ds. T ils form 
of feedlmr, I understand. Is generally 
need In ail places in Italy, their fork s 
being for the uiust p art m ade of iron 
or steel and some of silver, but those 
are used only by gentlem en. 
The rea­ 
son of this their curiosity Is because 
the Italian cannot by any m eans en­ 
dure to have his Ulah touched w ith fin­ 
gers, seeing all meu’s fingers are not 
alik e clean. Hereupon I m yself thought 
good to im itate the Italian fashion of 
this fork ed cutting of m eat not only 
while I w as In Italy, but also In G er­ 
m any and oftentim es In Englnnd, since 
1 cam e home, being once quipped for 
that freq uent using of my fork by a 
certain learned gentlem an, a fam iliar 
friend of mine, one M aster Laurence 
W hitak er, who In his m erry hum or 
doubted not at table to call me (Furci- 
fer> slave only for using a fork at feed­ 
ing, but for no other cause.” 
The use of fork s w as at first much 
ridiculed In England as an effem inate 
piece of finery. In one of Beaum ont 
and F letcher's plays “your fork carv­ 
ing traveler” Is spok en of with much 
contempt, and Ben Jonson has joined 
In the laugh against them in his “ Dev­ 
il’s an Ass,” act 5, scene 4.

craft says to Gilthead add Sledge; 
“Have I deserved this from you two? 
For all my pains at court to get you each 
a patent gilthead for what?”

w ritten and expressed xs "z” and will 
doubtless continue to be so used as 
long as w ritten language exists.

There are four salt mines in Iiouma- 
nia, tw o q uite close to one another, at 
Slanlc and D oftana. 
One of the mines 
a t » Slanlc dates back to the time of the 
Romans, whose m ethods were not so 
scientific as those of their modern suc­ 
cessors. They m ade bottle shaped exca­ 
vations q uite close to one another, with 
j the result that the wedge of earth be­ 
tw een bottles constantly threatened to 
subside. 
j. Modern m ethods avoid any such d an­ 
ger. Instead of burrow ing down again 
into a new mine you cut horizontal gul- 
! lories into the rook , huge pillars of sa lt 
are left standing to support the eurtii 
i and fresh caverns are hollowed out. 
j Thus, w ithout any ex tra am ount of la­ 
bor, it Is possible to extend tbe m ine 
i alm ost Indefinitely and the pillars serve 
| to confirm the ecclesiastical effect of 
the great subterranean basilica. 
1 saw the old Rom an mine from one 
of the 
upper galleries, 
which 
was 
reached by strange, alm ost endless, 
tunnels illum inated w ith gay Chinese 
lanterns. 
A little verdure alone w as 
needed to com plete the Illusions of tha 
gardens of Aladdin. 
The im pressions 
afforded by the view from this gallery 
w ere so unique and so marvelous tha t 
I heritate to attem pt to describe them. 
Some m inutes 
w ere 
necessary 
to 
grow accustom ed to the tw ilight 
A 
few7 braziers containing shavings soak ­ 
ed In petroleum w ere flaring up in a 
feverish m aimer, and as I look ed over 
into the dark ness of the abyss I was 
rem inded of Dore’s version of D ante 
look ing Into the utterm ost depths of 
hades. 
tV hat struck m e m ost w as the Inse­ 
curity of my position. 
There was, of 
course, no danger w hatever, and the 
ledge on which I stood w as fairly 
broad. 
But lt possessed no parapet, 
and In order to look dow n it w as nec­ 
essary to come very near to the brink . 
W hat added m ost to the sense of inse­ 
curity w as a k ind of pier or commence­ 
m ent of a bridge which projected over 
the abyss. 
I do not k now w hether it dated back 
to the days of the Rom ans, but a t any 
rate lt was alm ost prehistoric In as­ 
pect. 
I did not need the advice of mj* 
com panions to discourage any attem pt 
a t w alk ing the plank along this road to 
destruction, but I have seen few places 
capable of affording more tem ptation 
to those with suicidal inclinations. 
Suddenly a signal w as given and 
enorm ous bonfires w ere cast down from 
tbe roof of ihe mine. 
Several long sec­ 
onds elapsed before they fizzled out i:i 
the pond of salt w ater hundreds of 
feet below. 
The effect w as ex traor­ 
dinary. F irst the gray waills were Illu­ 
m inated as the huge molten 
ma.is 
blazed past them, then they were over­ 
cast w ith fleeting, ghostly shadow's 
and at last plunged once more into a 
dark ness which w as only em phasize 1 
by the flick ering lights above. 
Perhaps the prettiest object In this 
old mine w as a common tub which had 
becu placed some years ago upon the 
ledge to receive tbe dripplugs of salt 
w ater. 
1 tasted this w ater and found 
it so salty tha t lt alm ost bit and solidi­ 
fied my tongue. 
As tbe drops fell the 
greater part of them Im m ediately crys­ 
tallized w ith incredible rapidity. 
The original tub w as no longer to be 
seefi. 
It had been covered up entirely 
w ith 
glistening Incrustations, 
which 
gave it the appearance of a huge snow 
founta in adorned w ith the m ost exq ui­ 
sitely artistic designs. 
It w as now7 
alxm t six feet high and several feet In 
thick ness, w-hile a piece of string which 
had been suspended above it had now 
become a rope of molten pearls. 
R eturning along the tunnel, we passed 
a little trapdoor about two feet sq uare. 
This w as pulled up, and I w as privi­ 
leged to look dow n into the new mine 
and beheld one of the most rem ark able 
sights to bo found In the woYld. 
H un­ 
dreds of feet below, upon a nigged 
field of dazzling whiteness, suggestive 
of the lee park In the arctic regions, 
herds of men, each apparently as large 
as a cheese mite, moved about fever­ 
ishly lik e the occupants of an ant heap. 
H ere and there points of electric light 
shone lik e suspended stars. 
The gen­ 
eral Impression w as that of a nest of 
Insects viewed through a Brobdlngna- 
gian m agnifying glass. 
A hushed tink ling noise cam e up 
from the depths, lik e fuiry music. 
I 
thought I should never tire of w atch­ 
ing the graceful movements of these 
rem ote hum an Insects. 
I alm ost began 
to fancy that they m ust belong to an­ 
other p la ne t and such w7as the ex­ 
traordinary fascination exercised by 
this m arvelous sight that I found lt a 
painful w rench to tear myself aw ay. I 
could have rem ained crouching over 
this peephole for hours, and I felt q uite 
annoyed w ith the director of the mine 
when be patiently reminded me tha t I 
still had much to Roe before the depar­ 
ture of my train. 
So we returned along the gallery and 
entered one of the powerful lifts which 
are employed to bring up truck s of salt 
from the bottom of the mine. 
The di­ 
rector assured me, w ith a smile, that I 
need not have any alarm about the ca­ 
pacity of the lift, as it was constructed 
to carry over twenty-five hundred­ 
weight. 
Indeed, we craw led down a t a snail’s 
pace and had an opportunity of study­ 
ing the strange natural fr<*sooes on the 
walls. 
They were merely geological 
form ations, of course, but they assum ­ 
ed the slmjies here of wild sea serpents, 
there of beautiful decorative patterns 
and every now aud then of impossible 
heraldic anim als. 
Dadoes on dadoes, 
m entally sum m ed them up. 
We stepped out on to the floor of a 


titanic 
cathedral, 
a 
vast 
ba silica , 
w here arm ies m ight have k nelt in 
pra y - 
j er and where people who k new no 
other world m ight easily im agine that 
this w as the universe. Even the great, 
j strong electric globes could only ere- 
1 ate a dim religious light in tills huge 
edifice. 
I 
The lofty w alls were m ark ed w ith 
1 curly stripes of spark ling gray and 
| white, running up and down lik e the 
w aves of a tem pestuous sea. Along the 
various naves and aisles rude tram - 
| w ays w ere laid out upon a k ind of 
em bank m ent of salt. H ere truck s were 
w aiting to be fed by the m iners, who 
cam e up ladders and elem entary gang­ 
w ays 
bearing 
loads 
from 
the salt 
trenches below. 
The atm osphere was utterly unlik e 
| any I had ever breathed elsewhere. It 
! w as very dry, very pungent, highly ex- 
I hilarating, lik e some m ineral w ater 
! turned into a gas. There w as a pleas- 
J ure in quaffing lt w ith deep breaths, 
but presently as you lick « si your lips 
, you tasted salt, you sm elt salt, you 
felt yourself im pregnated w ith salt. 
, It w as alm ost possible to understand 
the sensations of Lot’s wife. The pre­ 
vailing desire w as an inordinate crav­ 
ing for the im m ediate consum ption of 
beverages by the buck etful.—H erbert 
Vivian in Strand Magazine.

THE ORGAN. 


It* F itn e** For the Form of Compo- 
Nitlon K nnw n a» the FuKue. 
The organ as it existed In Bach’s day 
aud as in m ost essentials it exists now 
Is an Instrum ent peculiarly suggestive 
In regard to the realization of the fin­ 
est and m ost com plete effects of har­ 
mony, of m odulation and that of sim ul­ 
taneous progression of melodies in poly­ 
phonic com bination which is m ost com­ 
pletely Illustrated In the form of com­ 
position k nown as the fugue. 
It is so 
for tw o or three reasons. 
In the first 
place, It is the only instrum ent in which 
the sounds ure sustained with the sam e 
Intensity for any req uired length of 
tim e after they are first em itted. H ow ­ 
ever long a note may have to be sus­ 
tained, Its full value Is there till the 
moment the finger q uits tbe k ey, a 
q uality which is invaluable when we 
are dealing w ith long suspensions a ^ l 
chains of sound; secondly, the oppor­ 
tunity of playing the bass w ith the 
feet on the pedals, leaving the left 
hand free for the Inner parts, puts 
w ithin the grusp of a single player a 
full and extended hnrm ony and a free­ 
dom in m anipulation such as no other 
Instrum ent affords; thirdly, and In the 
case esi>ecially of fugue compositions, 
the Immense volum e and power of the 
pedal notes Im part a grandeur to the 
entry of the bass part In tbe composi­ 
tion such as no other medium for pro­ 
ducing music cau give us. 
In the tim e 
of Bach this splendid source of musical 
effect w as confined to the great organs 
of* Germ any. 
The English organs of the day had in 
general no pedal board, and It is prob­ 
ably owing to this fact more than to 
anything else tha t H andel’s published 
orgau 
music is so light and even 
ephem eral In style as com pared wlUi 
Bach's; that he treated the organ, as 
Spitta truly observes, merely lik e a 
larger and more pow erful harpsichord. 
W ithout the aid of the pedal it would 
be rather difficult to do otherwise, and 
the English organ of the day w;» A in 
every respect a much lighter and thin­ 
ner affair than the “huge house of the 
sounds,” the thunder of which w as 
stored in the organ gallery of m any a 
L utheran church.—London Standard.

Bo the only course 
open to him, he thought w as to vilify 
me as a musician.
